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BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION 



10 1. Field of the Invention 

The present invention relates to a cosmetics case for 
storing cosmetics in^powder state ) such as foundation product, 
and more particularly, to a cosmetics case including a 
receptacle shape of^body formed with thresholds on both sides of 
15 inner top portion of the body, a cover connected to*top portion 
of the body having hook grooves corresponding to the thresholds 
to engage together and/or separate* each other in only one 
direction and a sponge type cosmetic aid/(=tool) coupled 
directly to the cover, whereby a user can hold a knob of the 
20 cover and conveniently apply make-up in a stable position. 



2. Description of the Related Art 

Conventionally, referring to Figs 4 and 5, a cosmeti 
case 1 for receiving cosmetics such as foundation 5 " used to 
25 basically manage facial skin^. includes a cylindrical body 10

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Such construction of«» cosmetics case 1 according to the 
Present invention has (a) ^benefit to easily and conveniently 
open/close the cover 20 by a simple connection between the 
thresholds 12 and the hoox grooves 22 which are formed on the 
inner side of the body 10 and on the outer surrounding wall of
